rendred -uncapable of ſupporting themſclves and their Miſerable Families, and 
of bcing Scryiccable to their King and Country (being Buried alive in the diſmal 
Grave of Cloſe lmpriſonment) by their Mercileſs Creditors; whoſe Cruelty is fo 
great, that they wall neither Commilerate the Diſtreſſes of their Wives and Chil- 
drch, (who daily cry for Bread,) nor allow- them Time to pay their Debts, inſo- 
' much. that they muſt unavoidably ' periſh for want of Suſtenance, unleſs they 
are Retrieved by the Mercy and Goodneſs of our Gracious Soveraigns and theſe 
Honourable Houſcs.
